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CIVIL WAR IN JAPAN. . 

In another column will be found a telegram, published on 
the 2nd instant, announcing that “the quarrel between the 
“ Tycoon and the Prince of Nagato has been settled.” Like 
many former telegrams, this may perhaps be in dhticipation of 
facts, and as unreliable as that which some time since reported 
the actual commencement of hostilitigs ; ; but if true it will con- 
firm the expectations suggested in our iate article under this 
head, in which we pointed out the seve! causes which tended 
to render any fighting improbable, adh! events for the present: 
The same telegram conveys a rumor ‘sit Sir Harry Parxes’s 
negotiations with the Japancse G'W'vasment have been well 
received, but to this we attach li:.le importance. In the 
absence of the Tycoon from Yedo, with some of his chief 
advisers, but little real progress can be made. Until the time 
of his return to the seat of Governgfent a temporising policy 
will doubtless be adopted by the Gofogio, who will, as a matter 
of course endeavour, by procrastinations and apparent conces- 
sions, to keep matters virtually in statu quo, while the real 
“tug of war” will commence when the Trcoon himself again 
resumes the reins of gévernment. Sir Harry Parkes certainly 
deserves high praise for the decisive and energetic manner in 
which he has insisted on his right to reside in Yedo. This is 
a point which must be kept in view ; by conceding it now wo 
should sacrifice our prestige to an extent which would be diffi- 
cult, perhaps impossible to recover. Sir RuTHERFORD ALCOCK, 
though compelled for a time to relinquish it, kept this object 
steadily in view, and we rejoice to find Sir Harry Parkes is 
following in his footsteps in this and other matters in progress 
at the time of Sir Rurarrrorn’s departure. 








CHINA. 


SHANGHAT. 

The French mail of July 17th arrived ont on September 
2nd. The dates are now down to the 16th, although we 
believe the steamer did not leave Woosung until the 13th. 

We (Recorder) have been informed of an amusing instance of 
Chinese presumption and incompetence, which is too good to be 
kept to ourselves. _ Some days ago the Viceroy’s uncle, who com- 
mands the steamer Feitoong, when coming down the Yangtszé, 
ran foul of an extraordinary craft, which looked like a canoe, 
but which a closer examination proved to be a steamer ; that 
is to say, a steamer in the Chinese sense of the word—a vossel 
with a funnel and wheels, but uo machinery.’ ‘When picked 
up it was drifting at‘the mercy of the tide, the constructors 
having very naturally supposed thatia steamer was of’ little 
use unless it could” steer itself, Therg were some other pecu- 
liarities in the vessel’s build which would at once strike the eye 
of a European.’ For example, her beat was hardly propor- 
tioned to her length, the latter being’ seventy feet, the former 
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four. 
of their expedition, ; : 
vessel presented when brought alongside the Feiloong, were with 
difficulty persuaded to explain the circumstances. At last it 
came out that a mandarin in Tseng-Kuo-fan’s camp, having con- 
ceived the luminous idea of saving the Imperial exchequer from 
the constant drain produced by the exorbitant demands of 
foreigners, communicated his sentiments to his chief, by whom 

_they were much applauded. Ho then invoked the assistance of 
a Ningpo man, whose claim to be considered an authority on 
foreign shipbuilding was based on his having twelve months ago 
been kicked out of one of the docks in Shanghai for some petty 
peculation, after a brief stay of four weeks, Workmen were 
employed, and after three months of constant labour the 
steamer was launched at Anking. The result we have already 
sketched. The discoverer of this fine mare’s nest full of addled 
eggs will probably lose his button, and will certainly lose all the 
money he has expended ® his project. Thus is talent re- 
warded in China. : 

MUNICIPAL COUNCIL. 
Reports Submitted and Approved at a Monthly Mecting of the 
Council, held Sept. 5th, 1865. 
FINANCE, RATE AND APPEAL COMMITTEE. 

Referring to the Minute Paper read at the special meeting of 
the Council held on the 22nd ult., your committee have to 
report that, in accordance with the authority then given to 
prosecute defaulters, they have issued printed notices again re- 
questing payment, and informing those who still refuse that 
legal action will be taken to enforce the claims made. This 
step has had a most beneficial effect, so much so that few de- 
faulters of standing remain, and the financial position of the 
Council is in a better state than for somo time past. It will 
now be your committee’s duty, in conformity with tho late 
resolution of the Council, to avail of the Supreme Court and 
enforce payment of taxes from those now remaining on the list 
of defaulters. 

* The revised assessment on land and houses has been com- 
pleted, and the tax papers based on same have been sent out, 

* Wharfage Dues.—The gollection of this tax has been im- 
peded by the general objedtion to pay the double rate for the 
first quarter of the year. Your committee think that as the 
doubling of this tax acts retrospectively for the said quarter, 
there is much justice in the complaints of those who object to 
pay on the score that their accounts for constituents had been 
previously rendered. 

It is therefore recommended that the double rate for the 
first quarter be abandoned, and the half of what has already 
been collected be returned to those who have already paid it, 
This step your committce believe will give general satisfaction, 
more especially as the double rate of wharfage for the quarter 
from April to June is being well and promptly paid. 

Opium House Tax.—Vhis is now working well on the new 
plan lately adopted, and no complaints have recently been 
made. 

Pawn-shops.—Your committee have also, in the case of 
these establishments, drawn out a new scale on the basis of the 
amount of business done. As was the case with the preceding 
tax, there is some opposition at first, but good hopes are enter- 
tained that the measure will succeed. 

Local Post Ofice—A branch office has been established in 
the eastern suburb of the native city for the sale of postage 
stamps and collection of native correspondence. It is not yet 
sufficiently known to be much used by Chinese. A contract 
has been made with Paou Shun, by which, for the sum of $600 
per annum, he is allowed to collect and forward a portion of the 
Chinese postal matter. 

Chinese Tazes.—Tho substitution of dollars and cash for 
taels and candareens in the collection of these has answered 
well, and given much satisfaction to native householders. 

In conclusion your committee would state that unless de- 
faulters can be compelled so pay outstanding accounts, there is 
no chance of reducing the debt of 65,000 taels during the pre- 
sent year; in which case it will only be by the practice of 
rigorous economy that the Council can avoid incurring further 
debt.

Drainage.— Various repairs to the drains are necessary, but 
your committee do not fecl authorised to sanction an expendi- 
ture amounting to over tls, 2,000, without the consent of the 
Finance Committee. A drain has been constructed at small 
expense in Foochow-road, where it was urgently needed. 

Dangerous Structures—Dangerous structures in Hankow- 
road, belonging to Mr. Kennedy, have, with the sanction of 
H.B.M.’s Consul, been pulled down, the old material having been 
piled up on the ground, and the rubbish laid down on the 
public roads. The cost of removing these dangerous structures, 
which amounts to tls. 70, your committee have requested 
H.B.M.’s Consul to recover. 

Mud-flat in front of H.B.M.’s Consulate—Your committee 
have desired the Municipal Engineer to prepare tracings (of 
the ground proposed to be filled in) for H.B.M.’s Consul, who 
has most energetically taken the matter in hand, and it is to 
bo hoped that he will arrange it with the Chinese authorities 
at an early date. This mud-flat spoils the appearance of the 
Bund, which has now been widened from Peking-road nearly up 
to Wills’ Bridge ; great improvement to that part of it. 

Night Soil Contract—The contract having expired on the 
31st August last, has been granted for one year by the com- 
mittee tv Dun Quen-wo, for the sum of $505 per month, 
payable to the municipal Council monthly. In considera- 
tion of this sum your committee have waived their right to the 
supply of scavenger coolies (who were formerly provided by 
the contractor), as they think the new arrangement more 
favourable to the Council, but the boats to carry the garbage at 
least two miles off from the settlement will still have to be 
found by the contractor. 

Jeties—The attention of your committee has again been 
drawn to the very bad state of many of the jetties, which are 
nearly useless at low tide in consequence of their length being 
insufficient. It is a question if the principle of mud jetties, 
which, as tried at the end of Nanking-road, has been found to 
answer, be not extonded. 

WATCH COMMITTEE. 

Your committee report the strength of tho force at 102; 
Europeans 68, Chinese 34, 

Your committee report that the active measures taken on 
the question of the chair monopoly have resulted in the entiro 
absence of any complaints duriug the past month. 

Private Watckmen—It baving been found that at the present 
time many private watchmen are in league with bad characters 
for whom their houses become places of resort, your committce 
suggest for the public interest that any person requiring private 
watchmen be supplied from the police force, so that constant 
control be held over all such men. Several watchmen have 
already been supplicd by the Council to public institutions, 
but in future ‘your committee suggest that the Council charge 
for them if still required. 

Securities of Chinese Constablesx.—Your committee suggest, 
that in cases of the misconduct of Chinese policemen the 
bondsman be sucd before the mixed court on the guarantee 
given by him, and in cases where the security-imoney is forfeited, 
that the assistance of the consul be requested to obtain the 
sum specified in the guarantee. It is also suggested, that when 
any punishment is iullicted on the constables, the case should 
be reported in the Chincse newspaper, with a view, if possible, 
in the course of time, to secure reliable men in this brauch 
of the force, 

Your committee report that police constable Henry Whelan 
has been prosecuted for squeezing, and sentenced to six 
months’ imprisonment. ‘They beg to suggest that the strictest 
instructions be given to the superintendent to bring all such 
cases before the court. 

Rowdics.—Your committce have the satisfaction to state that 
cleven men of this class have been apprehended and convicted 
during the past month, and amongst these were some of tho 
very worst characters in the settlement. 

Your committce have pleasure in reporting that the medical 
officer of the force has found reason to congratulate the Council 
on the health of the men during the hot weather, No serious 
case of sickness has arisen, the sick list frequently being entirely 
clear. They have also the additional satisfaction of stating that 
the health of the men probably speaks very highly for their 
steadiness, 

Another mecting of the South China branch of the’ Royal 
Asiatic Society was held on Sept. 8 Present—G. F. Seward, 
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Exq., vice-president, in the chair ; C. Alabaster, Esq., secretary 
Messrs. Giquel, Kingsmill, Thorne, C. T. Jones, Noetzli, Han- 
bury, Robinson, Dr. Jones, and a number of others. Mr. 
Goodwin, recommended by the council as an honorary member, 
was elected unanimously. ‘The minutes of the last mecting 
having been read and confirmed, the ballot was proceeded with, 
and the following gentlemen were elected members of the So- 
ciety :—Resident—J. S Forsyth, Esq., H. Gribble, Esq. ‘I. 
Bell, Esq., and Dr. Jones. Non-resident—F. Whitmore, Esq. 
=" Tho following gentlemen were then proposed for clection at

The Secretary then read a paper on the “ Nomadic Mongols,” 
by the Rev. Mr, Edkins. 

Mr, Edkins’ paper cowmenced with a description of the 
various Mongol races found at Peking, and the arrangeiments 
made for their comfort there. Ho gave a narrative of a trip 
taken by him into Mongolia in 1861, At one day’s journey 
from Peking he passed bodies of troops and pilgrims on his 
way to Jehol, near which he visited the Lama temples of Teshu 
Shimbo ; thence he proceeded to Paken, a great centre of Lama 
influence, passing through extensive pastures, where he found 
a flourishing pastoral population ; and, stopping a day or so at | 
a Mongol village in the neighbourhood, returned to Peking. Tho 
paper noted the resemblance between Mongolian and Chinese, 
aud contained some interesting information relative to the 
private habits of the people. 

At the conclusion of this paper some notes on the sare sub- 
ject were read by Mr, C. M.Grant, F.R.G.S, The title of the 
paper read by Mr. Grant_was “Mongolia_and the Northern 
Mongols.” 

In describing the physical geography of Northern Mongolia, 
or the Khanates of the Khalkas, Mr. Grant brought forward 
two subjects which have engrossed much of the attention of 
geographers for upwards of a century, namely, the sources of 
the Amoor, and the site of Kara Korum. In regard to the 
former he remarked :—“ ‘The Kerlun or Kerulun is generally 
supposed to be the parent streain of the Aimoor; this notion 
has probably oringinated in some old Chinese map whose 
construction has been based upon supposition and not 

















on actual surveys, and it has been retained because 
until now no one has had just reason for refuting 
it. I conceive that I have excellent authority for 
supposing it to be erroneous. Dr. Kashin, the P. M. 0. for 





the city of Irkutsk, a member of several scientific societies, and 
one of the committee of the Siberian branch of the Imperial 
Geographical Society, resided for seven years in the vicinity of 
the Dalai Nor, the lake through which the Kerulun is said to 
pass, when it assumes tho name of the Argoon, which Hows 
into the Amoor. Dr. Kashin has informed me that the for- 
mation of the surrounding country is quite opposed to the pos- 
sibility of streams running northward out of the lake, aud fur- 
thermore, that several rivulets, having their soure:s in the 
neighbouring hills, actually ram into the Dalai Nor near the 
very spot where the Argoon is represented as flowing out, and I 
have it from the Prince Krapotkiu, a gentleman who recently 
crossed over tho northern part of Manjuria (a journey not 
hitherto travelled by a European), that his friend, Colonel Bux- 
haven, commander of brigade, made a tour of the Dalai Nor 
in the summer of 1862, which was avery dry year, and found 
that the lake only contained asmail pool of water in its centre, 
and that the bed of the Kerulun could not be traced, its 
moutlis having been lost in the sand. 

“Tthink such testimony suilicient to set at rest the ques- 
tion as to whether the Kerulun is or is not the parent stream 
of the Amoor, and I may further mention that it is now gene- 
rally admitted by Siberian geographers that the Argoon flow: 
originally from a small river to the north-cast of Dalai Nor, 
called the Khaiiar, 

“Tmay mention that another geographical question, which 
has made itself conspicuous from the discussion it has crea'ed— 
viz, the site of Kara Korum, the ancient capital of Ghengis 
Khan, has occupied much of my attention, and from all that I 
have been able to glean, I am disposed to place it near the 














sources of the Onon, and not on the Orkhon, as d’Anville has 
determined, My information has been gained in the vicinity, 


and I*hope some day to have an opportunity of visiting its 
ruins, which are still visible, I believe no foreigner has reached 
this spot sinco Rubriquis, about 600 years ago. This mouk, 
ambassador of St. Louis, furnishes us with information of Prester 
John, of whom he speaks as a Nestorian Christian, who resided 
at Kara Korum, and reigaed over the Mongol tribes of Merkit 
and Kerait.” 

Mr. Grant represented Northern Mongolian or Khalka as 
being divided into four Aimaks or Khauates, each Aimak into 
Hoshoons, that is, families, clans or banners. {There are eighty- 
six Hoshoons, each of which is governed by its own prince or 
chief, so far as regards the interior affairs. 

The Imperial Government of Peking has divided Northern 
Mongolian into two Governments, the Eastern and the Western ; 
at tho head of each it kas appointed a Viceroy, who is respon- 
sible to it, Their chicf duties are to maintain peace amongst 
the princes, to raise troops when called upon for the Imperial 
service, and to collect tribute, 

Mr. Grant described the various ceremonies at births, deaths, 
aud marriages, giving very detailed accounts of each ; he related 
several traditions which are still current in Mongolia, and went 
very fully into all that concerns the Kutuktoo and the Bud- 
dhist religion, as practised by the Lamas, Ie spoke of the 
Chinese postal or courier service, and mentioned that the 
arrangements, though very incomplete, were such as to enable the 
Goverument at Peking to communicate at any timo with Kiachta 
in nine days, He represented the people as very dirty and im- 
moral ; but he lauded very much their hospitality, and conclu- 
ded by recommending this route as far preferable to the Red 
Sea one, 

After a few remarks by the President and Mr. Goodwin, the 
thanks of the Society were voted to Messrs. Edkins and Grant 
for their interesting papers, and the meeting separated. 

‘The following is the summary of the week of the Worth China 
Herald :— 

After a few days of clear summer weather Shanghai is again 
flooded by raiv, the streets are buried in mud, and the roads in 
the vicinity of the settlement reudered impassable. The tem- 
peraturo has steadily descended, the maximum being 80 deg. 
Fahrenheit in the shade. 

The incidents of the week have been few and uninteresting. 
A correspondence has taken place in our daily issue with regard 
to the projected new church, the preseut unsightly edifice being 
universally disapproved of. What the result will be remains to be 
seen, but we trust that some energetic measures will at once be 
adupted. ? 

On the 4th of September the Supreme Court of China and 
Japan was formally opened by Sir Edmund Hornby. The 
Royal warrants appointing the judge, assistant-judge, and. law 
seeretary were read, and Sir Edmund Hornby then proceeded 
to swear himself into office, after which the oath was admi- 
nistered to Messrs, Goodwin (assistantjudge) and Fraser (law 
secretary). Messrs. Myburgh, Eames, and Robinson sigued the 
roll of practitioners in the Court, aud the ceremony was at an 
end. From Peking we have advices to the 2nd Sept., but 
nothing of importance had transpired. The Gazetles are utterly 
destitute of anything of interest. 

From Chinkeang we hear of a dastardly outrage committed 
by a party of native soldiers ou three unarmed and perfectly 
unoffending foreigners. One of the victims dicd of the horrible 
wounds he received, and another lies in a very precarious state, 

Up to the date of our latest advices the attempts made to 
identify the murderers had been unsuccessful. 

The Friend of China, of the 15th Sept, on this subject 
says i— 

We copy from tho North Chine Daily News a statement re- 
garding the motives influencing the disperadocs at Chinkeang 
who killed Mr. Pickernell, and have placed in such jeopardy 
the lives of Messrs, Lewis and Filleul, ‘This statement reads 
to us very much like a made up thing, and it will not surprise 
us to learn, on inquiry of Mr. Lewis, whose state from dysen- 
tery, we regret to say, is very precarious, that it is all imagi- 
nary, the real story being as before given by us, and affixing 
the guilt of the crime on General Kuo, ‘That General Kuo’s 
friends would do ail they could to pull him through his diffi- 
culty is no more than might be expected ; and while the tale 
of a man having been beaten by a foreigner bears an air of 
probability, it is singular that two such difficulties as that 
with the sun-struck man, and that with the dog-bitten, should 
have occurred the same afternoon, and that oue should threaten, 
to take life, whilo the other took it. 
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But there are even other hypotheses on.the subject of cause 
for the horrid deeds, One runs that poor Filleul was the man 
whose life was really sought, and this, because he is in the way 
of the holders of some land to which he is entitled as repre- 
sentative of his deceased brother who bought it; said land 
being now worth nine or ten thousand taels, When Captain 
Filleul of the Hellespont died, singular circumstance happened. 
Some foreigners (Americans?) here went on board the vessel, 
opened, under an allegation ‘of authority, his iron chest and 
drawers, and took from them, it’ is surmised, everything of 
value, including, among other things, the title deeds of the land 
at Chinkeang spoken of; the result of the surreptitious busi- 
ness being that, whereas deceased Captain Filleul was supposed 
to be a man of half a lakh, his estate did not realise a couple 
of thousand dollars—a pretty good shearing of the dead man, 
all must admit, The shearers may be identified yet, however, 
and made to feel that it is a cold morning without ice. 

[After the above was in type we received a note from a gen- 
tleman who was impressed, on reading this morning's papers, just 
us we are; and who, living near the hospital, had an oppor- 
tunity of calling and inquiring. The geutleman in question 
says :—“ Poor Lewis had no dog, nor had he been out of his 
bed for twenty-one days when he was cut in this way.”] 

A Chinkeang correspondent sends us further particulars with 
regard to the recent murder committed at this port. It ap- 
pears that Mr. Consul Harvey, who had been unremitting in his 
endeavours to discover the offenders, has met with great suc- 
cess in his investigations, in which he was readily assisted by 
the native officials, both civil and military; the latter having 
evinced a laudable desire that the guilty parties should be ar- 
rested and punished. 

The facts of the case are as follows :—On Friday, the st 
instant, a Chinaman who was passing the mat-house whre 
the attack took place, was assaulted and bitten by a dog be- 
longing to Lewis, one of the wounded men. The man, in self- 
defence, threw a brick at the dog. On seeing this Lewis 
pursued and beat him. Smarting under the sense of insulted 
dignity, and perhaps sore bones, the Chinaman, who had been 
an officer of braves, went at once to an opium-shop in the 
city, where he found some soldiers of the city garrison. The 
latter sympathised with him, and they agreed to make a night 
attack on the offending foreigner and obtain their revenge. 
Excited by opium and samshoo, and under the leadership of 
the man who had been flogged, they broke into the 
mat-house early on Saturday morning, expecting to find 
Lewis alone, but Pickernell and Filleul being unfortu- 
nately asleep in the house, they also fell victims. The 
Yeader was arrested a few days after the attack, having 
Deen traced by asword that was dropped during the scuffle, 
and was executed on the 9th instant, but not before he fully 
confessed his share in the outrage, and the motive that led to 
it. Yesterday one of his accomplices also was executed on the 
spot where the murder took place. Three hundred of Kuo 
Sung-ling’s disciplined troops, headed by a blue-button man- 
darin, were in attendance, and gave three cheers when the 
culprit’s head was struck off. This man also made a full cov- 
feasion before he died. ‘The others who are known to have 
been concerned have made their escape to the north bank of 
the river, but the native authorities baving offered rewards for 
their apprehension, it is to be hoped that they will eventually 
be captured and punished. None of the soldiers under Generals 
Yang and Kuo have been proved to have had anything to do 
with the attack. It is a fact worthy of notice that the confes- 
sion of the leader of the band was voluntarily made.

4. That any member of Class B wishing to move into Class 
A may challenge any member of that letter to play hima single 
match of the best of five games; and the member so challenged 
must play the one in Class Bona day fixed by the committee for 
that purpose, or forfeit his privilege of playing in Class‘A, unless 
very good and sufficient reason be given for his non-attendance 
on match day. The committee’s decision on this point to be 
final. 

8. The challenge so given must be sent in writing to the 
secretary, who will consult with the committee and fix the day, 
such, if possible, to be ono week from date of challenge; and 
no two matches to occur in one week ; and the days s0 chosen 
for these matches are to be taken alternately from those in 
which Classes A and B are entitied to the use of the court.

8. On the admission of a new member, who will enter Class 
B, according to Rule 2, he will have the privilege of challenging 
any member of Class A within two weeks of his election ; but, 
should he not do so so, and the number of members in that 
class be found to be short of Class B, then the two best players 
of Class B shall have a single match to decide which of them is 
to enter Class A; but such match must be played on one of 
the days that Class B are entitled to the use of the court. 

The following notice of the new court is from the Friend. 
Sir Edmund Hornby took his seat on the bench on the 4th, 
for the first time since the inauguration of the Supreme Court, 
and gave judgment ina case, striking right homo at the abuse 
we hare so long complained of, viz, that of masters of mer- 
chant vessels leaviug their crews on shore; in other words, 
sowing seed in the field for a crop of Rowdies. ‘Tho gentleman 
prosecuted by the Crown in this case, was Captain Coolie, of 
the steamship £¥yin; tho information appearing in the shape 
of a demand on him for twenty-three Mexican dollars, due to 
the Queen, as sworn to by Mr. Tapp, ou a bill for sustenance 
provided at the Sailors’ Home. 

The decree ran that, besides paying the twenty-three dollars, 
means were to be taken to keep the discharged sailor off the 
public coffer—a decree resulting in payment of the man’s pas- 
sage to Hong Kong by an early despatch hence. . Sticklers for 
correct forms, says Judge Hornby, had no power to go into a 
case of this kind ; that it is clearly treatable under the, Merchant 
Seaman’s Act—an Act in which no mention whatever is made 
for adjudication by “ Wig and Ermine.” ae 

We simply mention the demur—we do not concur in the 
opinion ; and we hail the appearance of his Lordship in so small 
a matter as a bread-and-cheese bill as a certification that we 
have the right man in the right place, As a rule, when the 
master works well, aud is not above his business, his assistants 
imitate him. 

As was to be anticipated, we already hear “growls” about 
the difference in which judicial work is entered on at the 
Consulate under the now regime:—Almost as a matter of 
course, people having got so used to the old happy-go lucky in- 
formal style of doing things, that many wish the old order still 
continued. But suitors must not bejimpatient. Everything 
will shake down to its place in time, and then, as Americans 
say, “there will be a good time.” But there is one thing which 
thoso who have recently had business at the Shanghai Consu- 
late must bear in mind. They must not expect their business 
to progress unless they move’ it in the first place themselves. 
“Tell every one,” wo heard Mr. Law Scerctary Fraser say to 
the office clerk, “that all the archives are now under my 
charge ; but they must not expect me to look up this case or 
that to be gone on with. They must put their own shoulders 
to the wheel if they desire to start their particular waggou.” 
This, we think, is perfectly correct. 

For some time to come the Law Secretary will have his hands 
full enough with the work of the current day, without seckiug 
among the records for cases in order of priority of entry. We 
shall be greatly mistaken, indeed, if in a short time the com- 
munity are not proud of and pleased with their Supreme Court, 
and the way in which itis managed. Mr. A, say, has a dis- 
pute with Mr. B, and, as the matter cannot be settled without 
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an umpire, they resolve, or A resolves, to go to court. In the 
olden time of last week the course in the first place would be 
an entry of the plaint, an affidavit to the truth, and a variety 
of other performances, all calculated to run up a bill of fees for 
the Consular Treasury, with a setting down for trial at some 
period of time when the Court might be at leisure, from a 
quarter to half a year hence, perhaps. Now, all this is changed. 
Mr. A makes a complaint, Mr. B answers it, and then the clerk 
of the court fills in the following form :—

A correspondent of the Friend of China, under date Sept. 
2, says :—The weather has set in delightfully cool and pleasant ; 
thermometer 80 by day, 72 night ; average maximum through- 
out, 76. 

The water has fallen considerably ; those parts that were 
inundated have collected a large amount of filth, which should 
be at once removed. 

The market for imports during the past month has been 
limited, owing to the very unusual high rise of the river, which 
has prevented the conveyance of merchandise into the interior 
of the country and adjacent provinces. Prices, however, are 
satisfactory for most descriptions of goods, and deliveries have 
becn taken of 23,800 pieces of Grey Shirtings, 3,000 White 
do., 10,250 of T-Cloths, 2,580 Long ills, 20,500 bags of Brown 
Sugar, 6,600 bags of Black Pepper, aud 85 chests of Malwa 
Opium ; many other articles having also changed hands. 

Since my last, settlements of 71 chops of tea have been 
made, making total to date, 485 stock about 50 chops. 

The first part of the new crop of yellow Szechuen silk has 
come in. Prices asked are 288 to 312 taels per picul. Of 
new hemp about 800 bales are on the market, at 10 to 12 
per picul. 

A fair demand has sprung up for Japan produce. 
however, are not remuuerative for speculators.

The following is from the report of G. Hughes, Commissioner 
of Customs, on the trade of Amoy :— 

In 1864, the total valuc of imports and exports amounted 
to $13,193,436, which, compared with the value in the year 
1863, $12,523,565, shows an increase of $669,172. 

Of foreign vesscls, in 1864 there were 661, tonnage 210,539 
entered ; and 655 vessels, tonnage 209,290 cleared ; while in 
1863, 677 vessels, tonnage 207,437 were entered, and 681 
vessels, tonnage 209,023 cleared ; showing in 1864 a decrease 
of 16 vessels, and an increase of tonnage 3,102 entered, and a 
decrease of 26 vesscls, and an increase of tonnage 267 cleared. 

In 1864 the total amount of duties received ;was 474,900 
Haikwan taels, which, compared with the collection in 1863, 
470,992 Haikwan taels, exhibits an increase of 3,937 Haikwan 
taels. 

In 1864 there was an increase in the import of opium of 
84,181 piculs, caused by the ports in Formosa now open to 
trade drawing much of their supply of the drug from Amoy in- 
stead of from Hong Kong. 

The increase in cotton yarn, 109,651 piculs, is due to the 
prosperity apparent here in the early part of last year. 

The export of tea for the seasons, i¢., from 1st June, 1864, 
to Ist June, 1865, is 6,224,434, 

‘The opening of foreign trade of Wan Chew and Chin Chew 
is greatly desired by natives and foreigners. The opening of the 
former, in addition to greatly increasing other coasting trade, 
would give employment to foreign shipping all the year round. 

Mr. Hughes strongly urges the opening to foreign trade of 
these ports, 4 

In conclusion Mr. Hughes remarks, that up to the capture 
of Chang-chow-Foo in October last the prosperity of Amoy was 
most marked ; should Chang-chow-Foo be recaptured, the in- 
surrection quelled and tranquillity restored, there is sufficient 
energy and determination to speedily restore trade to its former 
standard. 

The Customs returns, made up from Ist January to 3let 
Dec., show the export of tea in 1863 to be 8,552,667 pounds, 
and in 1864, 7,151,019 pounds, or a decrease in 1864 of 
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1, 401, 648 pounds, But neither the export nor tho. import 
trade can be expected to more than exist, so long as Chang- 
chow-Foo, a large mauufucturing city, the richest and most itn- 
portant in this district, and which was, in fact, the market of 
Amoy, remains in rebel hands. At the present moment, with 
the exception of opium, all othor staple articles of import are 
unsaleable. 

It is rumoured now, that in consequence of the existing trou- 
bles tho cultivation of the tea plant and sugar-cano are but little 
attended to. 

Transit passes for tho conveyance of produce from, or imports 
to the interior, are very little availed of here. 

Amoy consumes and produces little herself, but she is the en- 
trepot of Chang-chow-Foo—which possesses seven Hsiens, Chin- 
chow-Foo, Ankoi Hsien, Tung Wa (Ngan), Hsicn Pch-chucy- 
ya, and several tea producing, sugar-growing, and manufacturing 
places ; she is also the highway of commerce between Cina 
and the southern markets of the [Indian Archipelago, vi 
Bangkok, Singapore, Malacca, Penang, the’ports in Java, Sumatra, 
Borneo, and Macassar. Most of the Chinese in Java, Siam, 
and the Straits Scttlements aro Fohkien men, who naturally 
desire the productions and manufactures of their native produce, 
hence there existed a large trade in Straits produce and mis- 
cellaneous articles ; vessels under the British, Dutch, ani 
Siamese flags used to rendezvous at Amoy, trade and barter, 
then proceed northward ; returning here they disposed of their 
cargoes obtained at Ningpo or Shanghai, and then laid in o 
stock of Chinese goods suitable to the southern markets of 
India, 

Much of this trade has now passed to tho free ports of 
Mong Kong aud Macao. 

Formorly a large carrying trade in forcign bottoms existed 
between Amoy and Wan Chow (I am informed that some 
years ago fourteen foreign vessels, all chartered by natives of 
‘Amoy, were lying at this port at one time), Chin Chew, Quemoy, 
Chimo Bay, Huck An, Nam Kwan, Meng Tek, &c., and the 
ports in Formosa, and those between Amoy aud Hong K 
Pho cargoos removed constwise to these places consisted chicily 
of sugar, hamp, cloth, tiles, bricks, common crockery carthen- 
ware, and small quantities of Straits produce, foreign woollens 
and manufactured goods, and opium, ‘Those received, of rice, 
wheat, alum, charcoal, dried sweet potatues, medicine, deers’ 
horns, hides, and oil. 

Salt from Amoy and Quemoy was also removed coastwise in 
enormous quantities, and even exported to Manila, Singapore, 
aud Java, 
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MONG KONG. 

The mails of the 26th July, which broke down in the Otara, 
arrived with thoso of the 1Uth August, por" Zured, on the 10th 
Sept. The following notice is from the ning Mail :— 

‘the P. and O. steataer Baroda arrived in harbour this 
morning at 9.30 (19th Sept.) ; her appearance was all the more 
welcome as she not only cleared up tie mystery regarding the 
missing last mail, but she also brought on her mails passengers, 
and cargo. 

‘The Baroda, Captain Hasclbrook, left Galle with China mail, 
at noon, on Sept. 4, and arrived at Penang at 7.11 a.m, on 
September 9 ; found the steamer Ortawa, with previous China 
mail, lying thero broken down. The steamer Jehar, from 
China, arrived in Penang same day. ‘The steamer Baroda left 
Penang with Otéawa in tow, on the 9th, and arrived in Singa- 
pore on the 12th, Ships in Singapore, H.B.M.’s Coguete and 
ALLM.’s Cosmao. ‘The steamer Indore was being towed in as 
the steamer Baroda left, with shaft broken, Sept. 13, at 5.15 
Ast, the steamer Buroda sailed for Hong Kong, aud passed the 
ship Solent for Singapore outside the harbour. ‘Tho steamer 
Baroda experienced light monsoon, with occasional squalls 
throughout. 

IMS. Conqueror arrived in harbour on the 16th September, 
having left Yokohama on the 24th August. On tho 3rd, 4th, 
aud Sth September she eucountered a very severe typhoon, 
in which she lost two men overboard, and many of her sails, 
spars, and boats, She brings 450 of the Royal Marines. 


The British steamer 7'z-pang- Nyo reports having left Foochow 
on the 13th, Amoy on the lith, and Swatow on the 15th 
September, haviug made the run from the latter port to Houg 
Kong in 17 hours, During her passage she had fresh NE 
Dreezes and fine weather. LMS. Sole arrived in Amoy on 
the lith, ‘Lhe steamers Formosa aud Jeloong arrived in Foo- 
chow on the 12th ; the steamer Stirling was in Amoy dis- 
charging, Tho steamer Undine leit Swatow on tlic 
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| 14th. “The crews of the two vessels reported as having 
been wrecked, and all hands murdered, iu Chin-chew Bay somo 
six weeks ago, have been brought safely to Amoy by a brig, 
which was sent up to look after them. One of the vessels was 
a small schooner, called the Six William Wallace, and tho 
other a German vessel. Their crews had been robbed and ill- 
treated, but their lives had been spared. 

The loss of the Hanovarian barque Af./chers, bound to Che- 
foo, has been reported as on the 27th August, off Shantung. 
The crew arrived all safely at Chefoo. The building of a light. 
house in tho Kung-Kung Taou Island, at the entrance to 
that port, has just been commenced, 

Tho Corriewmhze put into Hong Kong on the — Sept. in 
distress. She was bound from Manila to San Francisco, 

The present French mai! steamer has on board about 1,800 
bales silk, also 885 boses silkworm! eggs, 

The Spray of the Ocean, noticed in oar last as having been 
taken up to convey coolies to Tahiti, sailed on Sept, 22. 

H.M.'s ship J’lorous left Amoy for Japan on Sept. 20. 

On the subject of the surrender of the Mo Wang, the Daily 
Press, of the 23rd Sept., has the following article :— 

We are happy to learn from our own advices that the rendition of the 
Mo Wang is deemed calculated to create a feeling of unqualitied indigna- 
tion in England. Mr. Mercer we believe is likely to feel the weight of 
Karl Russell's displeasure for his reprehensible conduct in the matter. 
We cannot exactly make out what is going to become of him—that he is 
hot to stop here is, we believe. a settled question. 

Our coniemporary of the Muil, after supporting the outrage with very 
plansible and special arguments, perpetrates a sad collapse in his last issue. 
He sets forth the following statement It is imperative on our pa 
state distinctly that the man (Mo Wanz) was surrendered on distinct 
proof of his being a party in a gross state of piracy.” If this were true it 
Would doubtless set the question at rest, but it is the very reverse of truc. 
Where a man argues on wrong premises it is folly to attempt any analysis of 
his deductions. and it becomes necessary to impugn his facts. “The charge 
against the Mo Wang for piracy was & d by one witness only, and 
ran to the following tenor and effect. The witness was in a trading vessel 
on the Yangtsze some three or four years previously, when the Mo Wang, 
being at the head of a band of men, captured the boat witness was in, 
and made the crew thereof pri-oners. Witness was for some time held to 
ransom, but as that was not fortheoming, he was allowed, or compelled, to 
join the band whereof the Mo Wang was chief. In that position he re- 
mained for about two years, during which time several towns and cities 
were attacked and taken, ig at last defeated by the Iinperialists, the 
witness eflzeted his escape. 

=Now, if this be taken for truth throughout, it simply goes exclusively 
io prove that the accused was a we chief—nothing more nor less. 
But we should add, what is beside the question by the way, that the truth 
of the statement might well be doubted, inasmuch as it was proved that 
the witness had attempted to extort money from the Mo Wang, and had 
been forcibly ejected from his shop. 

‘The Mail, however, lays down most positively that it matters not whe- 
ther piracy or rebellion was the charge against the Mo Wang—in either 
ease the British authorities were equally compelled by treaty to surrender 
him, ‘That there may be no mistake about this startling dictum we shall 
vords :-—# Our opponents should recolleet that 
vorded to them any political status whatever, 
and that Yang himself had taken refuge in Hong Kong, it 
would have been nothing more oF Jess than the duty of our local authosi- 
ties to have given him up.” 

‘And has our contemporary become reduced to this sad strat in this im- 
portant argument? [f th his meaning from the first, why could he 
hot at once say so? H the charge of piracy was io rea 
of rebellion, and instead of admitting it, he exclaims in effect, « [vs all 
the same thing.” 

Why, then, was the man not demanded on a charge of rebellion? Our 
ictum will not hold a drop of water. The clause in the 
ntsin which bears on the point is Art. XXI., which runs 
subjects of China, shall take refuge in Hong Kong, 
ish ships there, they shall, upon due requisition by 
the Chinese authorities, be seareled for, and on proof of their guilt, be 
delivered up.”

Porvenir Filipina, of the 29th of August, cannot fail to be ac- 
ceptable, We have more than once lad occasion to comment 
on the ver fect nature of the trans 























impe arrangements 
between this port and Mauila; the irregularity and 
uncertainty that prevailed in the trausmission of the 
mails; the utter absence of any provision for pas- 
sengers ; ‘the difficulties and delays that were verpetw |g 
ally interfering with the plans of our merchants, whether for 





business or pleasure, which were in any way depending for 
their success on the possibility of crossing to the Philippines. 
Such astate of affairs could not bat be detrimental to the best 
interests of Manila, aud of Eastern commerce in general, and 
we hail with ple 
steam communication. 

We have been informed that a proposition is about to be 
submitted to the Government for cirrying on the mail ser- 
vice by means of a lino of merchant steamers running be- 
tween thi city and Hong Kong. If, as we hope, the condi- 
tions on which this proposition is founded are such as are 
to the advantage of the State, which is now incurring great 
expenses in conveying the correspondence, commercial men 
will have reason to rejoice when the plan comes into operation, 
and our brave seamen will be relieved from a very troublesome 
duty which now falls to them. 

The article given below is the first of those we promised to 
reproduce from the columns of our contemporary, £2 Porvenir 
Filipina, It will be observed that it treats the subject of 
trade in a broad and enlightened spirit, speaking in favour of 
its freedom with “cloquent figures,” which indeed demonstrate 
the writer's arguments very clearly :— 

In our first number we promised to devote much of our 
space to the interests of commerce, the powerful influence of 
which on the progr ation is generally and justly 
recognised. To-day, in accordance with thut prowise, we sub- 
ait a few considerations on the trade of the ports of Iloilo and 
Sui, based on figures of the accuracy of which we have no 
doubt, and which, far better than the most cogent argument, 
demonstrate the impetus given to the public prosperity in these 
localities by the wise resolution to throw open to the commer- 
cial navies of the world the ports of Hoilo, Sual, Zamnboango, 

It is a difficult task, when the public Press, in fulfilment 
of its clevated mission, has in obedience to its convictions aud 
in the best interests of the social body, to initiate reforms 
which because they are reforms are received with mistrust, 
and sometimes with that disdainful patronising air that does 
more than anything else to set mediocre minds against them 
But when on the other hand the Press has to deal with accom- 
plished facts, when its arguments are based on tie inexpugn-

THE SHANGHAI CHAMBER OF COMMERCE, 

Tue annual meeting of the Shanghai Chamber of Commerce, 
held on the 23rd of August, is deserving of special notice, the 
business transacted on‘ bst occasion not being of the mere rou- 
tine character usually occurring. The proceedings commenced 
with a discussion on the revised rules and regulations lately 
framed with the view of increasing the usefulness and efficiency 
of the Chamber ; and these were finally adopted in place of the 
somewhat crude and imperfect code which had, up to that 
time, but indifferently served its purpose. The members then 
elected a committee for the ensuing year, after which a resolution 
was possed by a large majority which is calculated materially 
to affect the future statistics of the trade, and, we think, in a 
very favourable manner, as it will undoubtedly ensure greater 
accuracy in the returns than has hitherto been attainable. Thef 
resolution is as follows :— 

“ That this Chamber is of opinion that it is desirable, for the sake o 
uniformity in mercantile statistics, that the Tables of Exports coropiled in 
China and Japan should date from January Ist to December Slst of each 
year, instead of from June let to May Slst, as at present. That, the Se- 
cretary be hereby instructed to alter the statements issued by this Cham- 
ber in accordance with this resolution, on January Ist, 1866, and to com- 
municate with the merchants of Japan to ascertain their views as to the 
change now recommended by this Chamber, which is also considered de- 
sirable by the Hong Kong General Chamber of Commerce.” 

‘The absurdity of the old system is best shown by its effect on 
the apparent exports of tea last season, which, as Mr. 
Bryaxs pointed out, were absolutely false, as ships had 
loaded new season's tea at Foochow before the end of May, 
while at Canton tens of very early growth wore actually shipped 
to Europe overland in the middle of March. It, being clearly 
impossible to draw a line arbitrarily divding the old from the 
new seasou’s shipments, it is wise policy to abandon the attempt 
and date the annual returns from the Ist of January. 

But the principal feature of interest in the proceedings was 
the discussion which arose regarding the interpretation to be 
put on Article IX. of the Treaty of Tientsin. It runs thus :— 

British subjects are hereby authorised to travel, for their pleasure or for 
purpoees of trade, to all parts of the interior, under passports which will be 
issued by their Consuls, and countersigned by the local authorities, These 
passporis, if demanded, must be produced for examination in the localities 
passed through. If the passport be not irregular, the bearer will be allowed 
to proceed, and no opposition shall be offered to his hiring pesons or hiring 
veisels for the carriage of his baggage or merchandise, &e. 

On the one hand it is urged that this clause virtually becomes 
a dead letter, unless it includes the privilege of renting land, 
building houses, and opening business establishments in the inte- 
rior ; inasmuch as the mero permission to“ travel,” though doubt- 
less available for purposes of pleasure, can be of comparatively 
little use for purposes of trade, Against this, however, it is 
argued that the acquisition of laud, and building of houses at 
any placo which such travellers might choose to select, would ! 
Jead to the formation of embryo settlements, which would 
sooner or later necessitate the presence of Consuls and the 
establishment of some means of protection—a measure which 
was clearly never comtemplated when the Treaty was framed. 
A resolution was passed, authorising the committee to address 
a letter to Earl Russeit, with the view of ascertaining the in- | 
terpretation put by Her Masesty’s Government on the article ; 
and this must, of course, elicit a reply which will set at reat 
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the doubts at present existing : we do not, however, believe it 
possible, nor do we think it désirable, that British subjects 
should; at present, be permitted to erect permanent establish- 
ments at places beyond Counsular jurisdiction; and we think 
that’ Earl Rossetz’s decision, when made public, will be found 
to accord with this opinion. 





‘ RAILWAYS IN CHINA. 

We received from our Paris Correspondent, iu time for our last 
impression, a notice of a somewhat curious document, issued by 
the Board of Arts and Sciences at Peking, to which assembly it 
would appear that the question of permitting the introduction 
of railways into the Celestial Empire had been referred. The 
result of their deliberations is highly satisfactory. The use of 
ateam, they say, is quite devoid of danger to the population, and 
therefore railways may be introduced without fear of inconve- 
nience; from which it is inferred that concessions for several 
lines of railway already contemplated will forthwith be granted 
to European companies. For our own part we are, however, 
by no means so sanguine, and anticipate much delay before the 
thin end of the wedge will be got in. The comparatively liberal 
and enlightened views of the Peking Board, although certainly 
encouraging, will be of little avail against the stubborn resistance 
that will be met with among local and provincial authorities. The 
ice once broken, however, the advantages of railway communi- 
cation will doubtless so force themselves on the Chinese mind, 
as to lead by degrees to a proper appreciation of them ; but the 
ice of Chinese apathy and dislike to innovation will, we fear- 
be found very hard to break, and we only hope that the ener, 
gies of the Projectors will not be frozen up in the first attempt. 


THE SHANGHAI NOTIFICATION AGAINST THE USE 
OF FOREIGN VESSELS, 

Tats notification, which was inserted in our last issue, was 
one of those arbitrary and tyrannical measures so frequently 
put in force by Chinese rulers, and as frequently, when prac- 
ticable, evaded by their subjects. “Vested interests” are as 
important and need as much proiection in China as in our own 
country ; and it scems that in China they are suffering by the 
increasing use of foreign vessels made by native merchants, to 
the exclusion of their own junks, of which, therefore, a less 
number than usual are available to convey the annual tribute 
to Peking. It will be observed that we speak in the past tense 
of this notification, and we are glad to bo able to do so, later 
advices having brought news of its withdrawal. Even had this 
not occurred we fancy the concluding formula—“ let all obey ” 
—would in this case have met with but little regard; the 
native merchants being far too keenly alivo to the advantages 
of shipping in foreign bottoms to submit tamely to auch a pro- 
hibition, And as the notification itself has now become a dead 
letter, it ‘s p:rhaps hardly worth while to inquire what con- 
nection might have existed between it and the step lately taken 
by the Shanghai Commissioucrs of Customs relative to the 
ownership of foreign built vessels by Chinese subjects, to which 
we took exception at tho time. 





THE TRANSFER OF THE STRAITS SETTLEMENTS. 

Stscarone has of late been, metaphorically speaking, “be- 
tween two stools,” and has, for the time at least, “ come to the 
ground.” Neglected by the Indian Government, which has for 
some threo years almost coased to legislate for the Straits Set- 
tlements, aud not yet formally transferred to the Crown, their 
interests have suffered more especially in a prospective view. 
Shortly before the departure of the lost mail a special mecting 
of the Singapore Chamber of Commerce was held, with the view 
of agitating the question ; but it was felt to be a public mea- 
sure, and, as such, beyond tho cognizance of a purely mercan- 
tile body, so nothing was attempted. We believe, however, 
that this anomalous condition of affairs will not be of long du- 
ration, as all preliminary arrangements are now completed and 
the passing of a Bill by which the transfer will be formally 
recognised, will be accomplished immediately on the meeting 
of the next session. 


THE FRENCH IN SIAM. 

Ir has seldom been our lot to chronicle a more disgraceful 
outrage than that of which M. Acbaret, the French Consul 
at Bangkok, has been guilty. The already uuenviable notoriety 
of that functionary has reached its climax in a series of such 
acts as can hardly be ascribed to any but a madman—embody- 
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ing @ gross insult to the First King of Stay, and a personal 
assault of the most degrading character on his Majesty’s cou- 
sin, the Chief Judge. Of provocation there sppears to have 
been literally none. Taking up the quarrel of a French priest, 
who had como to him with a petty, or perhaps, altogether ima- 
ginary grievance, he forced upon the Kine an insolent de- 
mand for an apology, and for the dismissal of a native noble 
from his post, and followed this up by a most unjustifiable 
threat of violence. And, notwithstanding the pacific attitude 
and the great and praiseworthy moderation displayed by the 
Kina, in sending one of his own relatives to the Consul with 
the view of effecting an amicable arrangement, M. Auparer, 
having worked himself up into a fit of ungovernable fury, re- 
fused to listen to reasov, and completed the catalogue of out- 
rages by a brutal assault on the Kino’s Envoy. Considering 
wo presume, that his own honour, the dignity of his religion 
and the glory of France were then sufficiently vindicated, the 
Gallic hero took his departure from the scene of these exploits, 
and started for Europe ; doubtless, looking forward to receiving 
favours and congratulation from his Imperial master. In thie, 
we trust, he will be disappointed. Whatever aspirations after 
further conquests in the Far East may lurk within the Imperial 
breast, we cannot believe that advantage will be taken of such 
a pretext as thia to gratify them, or, indeed, that such a gross 
breach of decorum will be allowed to pass unpunished, 





CHINA SILK IN FRANCE. 

Tuus is the period of the year at which the silk trado is ex- 
pected to be brisk in France, and during the latter half of 
October there was a remarkable improvement in tho Paris 
trade, and s great increase in the quantity of silk which passed 
through the hands of the officials who are entrusted with the 
delicate duty of testing the condition of the material at Lyons. 
It may here be mentioned that the system employed at present 
in France in order to get rid of superabundant moisture, and 
thus fix the true weight of the raw material, is very different 
from that employed in Italy and formerly in France; that 
method consisted in keeping the silk for forty-eight hours in a 
stone-room of a given temperature,—the plan now adopted in 
France being to submit the silk to a current of hot air, by 
which means the silk is dried to the normal point in thirty or 
forty minutes. The officers who thus test the condition of the 
silk at Lyons publish an official account of the quantities 
which pass through thcir hands, and the returns for the past 
mouth are deserving special attention. They are as follow :—

‘The increase during the month spcaks for itself, and requires 

no comment ; but the amounts of the two latter weeks, when 

compared with the like official figures for last year, also ex- 

hibit a marked increase.

being an augmentation of nearly fifty per cent. We have not 


at hand the returns of 1864 for the former half of the month. 
This increase is entirely to the advantage of Chinese and 
Japanese silk, which are represented by the number 667, 
against 439 parcels from other parts. At Lyons, in the Drome 
and elsewhere, these silks aro considered to be the only ones 
which at present offer a chance of profit, and the promised 
arrivaJs are therefore anticipated with considerable interest. 
There does not scem to be any fear entertained that the quan- 
tity en route will overbear the market; nevertheless, the cau- 
tion which we threw out respecting consignments some weeks 
since may still not be out of place, 

The appearance of cold weather was doubtless the immediate 
cause of the improvement which we have referred to above, 
by causing winter goods to move off briskly. The long per- 
sistence of fine weather had delayed the movement which was 
otherwise withheld by the scarcity of the raw material. At 
Aubinas, the other day, all the silk in the market was bought 
up, and more demanded ; at Cavaillon the dealers paid almost 
any price asked ; nt Marseilles it was nearly the samo ; and at 
Lyons the prices of the raw material have been from 25 to 40 
per cent. higher than they were two years ago. The accounts 
from Italy are somewhat contradictory. At Milan business is 
brisk with Germany, England, and Switzerland ; from Bergamo 





and Brescia the accounts are favourable; while at Genoa they 
complain that there is no demand except for immediate wants ; 
and at Udine that there is nothing doing at all, the prices 
being so high as to be a great obstacle to consumption. 

Our correspondent “ Kioto” says, truly enough, in reply to 
an article which we quoted from the Economist, that the dealers 
in silk are still possessed of very large money capital. This is 
undoubtedly true, though the ruin of the growers of mulberry 
trees and of the rearers of silkworms is well nigh complete, It 
is equally truo also that whilo the crop of French silk was 
abundant the merchants were not likely to go to China for 
what they could get at home. It must be remembered, how- 
ever, on the one hand, that recent events in China and else- 
where in tho Far East, and tho efforts of the Aessageries Im- 
periales, backed by the Government, have had something to do 
with the matter; and, on the other, tbat, although there is 
rather a fierce debate on tho subject im France, M, GozRin 
Mavevintx, who has worked so long for the introduction of 
foreign worms in order to supply, in part, the deficiency aris- 
ing from the failure of tho Earopean worms, declares it to be his 
firm conviction that the disease is approaching its termination, 
M. Guenin-MENEVILLE is a distinguishod entomologist, and his 
opinion is important. Moreover, he has an extensive know- 
ledge of the silk cultivation in France, and his main argument 
is simple and rational—the old disease which used to attack 
the worms is re-appearing, therefore the normal condition is 
probably returning. The scourges which attack the materials 
of man’s industry are unfortunately numerous, but after the 
disappearance of the potato and the grape diseases, he would 
not be a wiso mau who calculated on the silkworm disease, 
and consequently the scarcity of European silk, continuing 
much longer. 





HIEN FUNG'S TOMB. 

A Corresponpent of a French journal gives the following 
account of the tomb raised to the memory of the late Emperor 
of China, which, he adds, is to be inaugurated on the 10th of 
November. We have not scen the description before, and we 
give it for what it may be worth, The monument consists of 
@ magnificent block of black granite (is there such a thing as 
black granite?) more than thirty feet high, and forty-five feet 
long. (It is a pity that the thickness is not also given, because 
we could then calculate the weight pretty nearly, and might 
learn afterwards what system the Chinese had adopted for the 
transport of this monolith, which was not growed, as Topsy 
suggested to herself, on the spot.) A series of galleries or 
passages are excavated in the block and lead to the sepulchral 
chamber in which the Imperial ashes are deposited. From the 
door of the monument, throughout the whole extent of the 
interior of the mausoleum, the walls are covered with charac- 
ters sunk in the stone aud encrusted with gold; these 
characters give the history, in ontline, of the present dy- 
nasty, which commenced to reign in 1644, and detailed 
biographies of the late Emperor and of his father Tao- 
Kouang. This portion of the work was directed by Fann 
Quang, @ celebrated servant who fills the office. of Court 
Chronicler. Over the entrance to the monument the Imperial 
dragon with five claws is sculptured in the stone itself. The 
mausoleum will be closed by two doors, an outer one of brass, 
and an inner one of solid silver. ‘The reigning Emperor will 
keep the key in his own possession, ‘Those members of the 
Imperial family, to whom the Emperor shall give permission, 
may visit the mausoleum after its inauguration; but should 
any other mortal succeed in opening the brazen and silver 
doors, slip through the keyholes, or in any other manner in- 
troduce his unimperisl person within tho precincts of the 
sanctuary, he will be immediately put to death. This magni- 
ficent sepulchre is placed in a grand pagoda, constructed 
expressly for its reception, in the vast temple of Long-fou. 
The monolith was roughly worked in the quarry from which it 
was taken, situated at the distance of about seven miles from 
Peking, ‘This was done in order to reduce the weight of the 
block ; but even then it required, we are told, six hundred 
oxen to draw the car upon which it was placed. 

The transport of the Luxor obelisk, which stands in the 
Place de la Concorde—where, by the way, it is out of harmony 
with everything that surrounds it, and cuts in half both the 
Tuileries, at one end of the Champs Elysées, and the beautiful 
Are de Triomphe at the other end, in the most provoking 
manner—and the setting it up in its present position, was 
thought such a wonderful achievement, that the tackle and 
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other means employed are cut in gilt characters on tho 
base on which it is reared, and models of the same are 


placed in the museum of the Conservatoire des Arts 
ct Metiers. But tho mausoleum of  Hien-Fung must 
outweigh half-a-dozen such obclisks, We wish some of 


our correspondents would send us a scientific account of this 
marvellous monolith, its fabrication, ornamentation, and trans- 
formation. The Chinese bamboo scaffolding is certainly the most 
admirable in the world ; the model shown at the Great Exhibi- 
tion of 1862 attracted the attention of all engineers and con- 
structors, and was afterwards very properly placed in the Wool- 
wich Museum; who knows but that the mausoleum may not 
supply our scicntific men with a fow good practical hints. 





THE TROOPS IN CHINA. 
(Army and Navy Gazette.) 

English troops in China seem to be in a bad way just now, and, con- 
sidering they had barely got half way through the hot season by last ac- 
counts‘there is every prospect of a gloomy sanitary:report for the year 1865. 
‘The over-crowded state of the General Hospital in Kong Kong recalled 
to mind Scutari in the bad days of the Crimean campaign. Cholera, fever, 
and sunsiroke were tolerably active, and reaping a good harvest. There is a 
mistaken notion here that China isno longer an unhealthy station, and that 
European troops are perfectly able to carry on the duties required of them 
there as elsewhere. By way of an experiment, and with a view of reduc- 
ing the military expenditure, the anthorities at the commencement of the 
year determined on withdrawing the Indian troops, who have hitherto 
proved themselves most useful on the station, Strong but unavailing re- 
monstrances were made at the time by all the senior and experienced off- 
cers in the command, but the War.office tumed a deaf ear to the voices. 
If more troops were positively wanted another European regiment should 
be ordered to Hong Kong; but the Indian troops must be got 

_ away coute qui coute. ‘There was no help for it; the orders 
from England were so positive that shipping was immediately taken 
up, and off they went. ‘This was sbout the end of April, and at 
the very commencement of the hot season. One regiment was left to per- 
form ail the duties and furnish the numerous guards, public offices, dock- 
yards, commissariat, maazines, and the pestilential settlement across the 
water on the mainland, viz., Kowloon. ‘The result was not slow in show- 
ing itself; the men fell ill. the hospitals filled fast, and those who managed 
to get through their tour of duty returned to their barrack rooms so 
exhausted that nothing ele could be expected of them till their turn came 
round again, In England, and ina healthy climate, the average number 





























of nights a soldier is supposed to get in bed before his turn comes on for | 


the usval twenty-four hours’ duty again runs from six to eight or nine days 
at leust—at any rate rarely less than five ; in Hong Kong, a notoriously 
unhealthy station for six months in the year, the average number has been 
three at the utmost throughout the hottest and sickly months, The arrival 
of the 2nd batialion Ith Regiment, from the Cape, about the end of 
May, was hailed with delight: but this pleasing prospect of a change 
for the better to the corps who had hitherto carried on the whole 
duty since the departure of the coloured troops was but of 
short duration, The authorities, in their eagerness to get away 
the latter, seemed quite to have overlooked the important question of 
barrack accommodation. Nothing was more natural to them than that, 
on the principle of one nail driving out another, the European would 
simply supplant the Indian regiments. They sat down, rubbed their bands 
with satisfaction at having at last attained their desired object—viz, rid- 
dance of the Indian seale and allowances for officers and men—and with 
one stroke of the pen cut away everything, commencing with the com- 
manding officers of corps, noless than £3 a-day, or £1,100 a-year— 
surgeons, majors, and paymasters at the same average sweeping scale— 
and as to the captains, they were quickly disposed of by jumbling th 
up together with the lieutenants and ensigns, and. were directed to ma 
the best of th sing such a cruel injustice to speak for 
itself, which anybody at all acquainted with the exorbitant price of living 
in China will perceive at a glance, let us return to the newly-arrived 
corps at the station, and the question as to where it was to be put up. 
It would simply have been madness to put away white troops in huts at the 
hot season of the year, although they were found to be admirably adapted 
to the requirements of the sepe the only barracks which existed were 
even then so overcrowded that two companies of the 9th Regiment were 
forced to occupy the huts at Kowloon, There was an old hulk in the 
harbour, the Hercules. wiich had hitherto served as a floating convalescent 
depot for the troops, but on being overhauled her bottom was reported to 
be so rotten that she was condemned as unsafe. It was a ease of Hobson's 
choice, and the fever-baunted huts over on the Kowloon side were fixed 
upon, whilst the local authorities exerted themselves in running about the 
town and hiring. at an unavoidably exorbitant rate, eversthing in the shape 
of a house they could lay hands upon. Fortunately, trade in China being 
slack this year, merchanis were only too glad to let their godowns and ware- 
houses at their own price, wisely concluding that though British soldiers 
were not quite se reniunerative as cotton bales or silk, they were better 
than nothing at all, especially as they bad uothing to do with their packing, 
insurance, Xe., &c., and could make what in“ business” language is called 
a good squeeze out of Government, The regiment eventually shook dowa 
here and there, many betaking themselves to the hospital; but bow far 
beneficial it has been to the rest of the garrison was dificult to say, as the 
burden of guards seemed to fall as heavy as ever, There were 10. less 
than 245 in the last return of patients in hospital, and thoy who were not 
stalked about wan and worn like spectres. It hag been stated that this 
year Hong Kong is unusually unhealihy; but teée can be no doubt as to 
the main cause of all this disaster. ‘Tho chmate daring the hot 
season is too severe for European troops. Assisted by an Indian 
regiment, they may get throuzh tolerably well; but unaided they cannot, 
aud never will, It is to be hoped, therefore, that the authorities 
will lose no time in remedying the mischict which has been 















































































£0 painfully brought before them in every report that has been sent home. 
Even in a pecuniary point of view thousands of pounds have been lost ; the 
expense of maintaining an Indian regiment is far less ; the sepoys require 
less comforts, keep better health, and consequently are able to get through 
more work than the finest British regiment that ever landed in the sta 
tion, The saving to Government of the difference between Indian and. 
English allowances makes but a small the balance when it is 
thrown against an increased number of white troops, losses from death or 
invaliding, not to speak of the already mentioned barrack accommodation, 
which alone entais an extra expense of £20,000 per annum. The chief 
drawback to the sanitary improvements of our forces in China has been 
the want of some recruiting station on the same principle as “ the Hills ” 
in India, This has at last been procured in Japan. It now only remains to 
see whether the British Government will avail itself of such an excellent op- 
portunity. Hong Kong is within easy access of this bracing climate, a matter 
of something under the week in an average steamer. A regiment conse- 
quenily could be easily moved up and down once a year at a, compara- 
tively speaking, trifling expense, the more so as our relations with China 
and Japan necessitate the keeping up of a large and expensive fleet, which 
asa rule remains inactive for many months in the year—which could 
easily afford detaching a vessel or two for a month, at the outside, out of 
the twelve, on such an expedition, 






















































A CHINESE STATE DINNER. 

‘The last mail from San Francisco brought accounts of a grand dinner 
given by the Chinese merchants. Colfac’s tourist party were entertained 
at dinner while at San Francisco by the six companies of Chinese and 
the merchants’ committee. The chairs and side tables were hung with 
searlet coverings, embroidered with gold, and the dinner-tables alorned 
with fresh flowers in regular Oriental style. ‘The dinner proper consisted 
of 336 dishes, forming 1:3 courses, and, divided, comprised three distinct 
sittings. At the first sitting the courses consisted of soups and almost 
numberless “ made dishes,” into the composition of which entered fish, 
flesh, fowl, and vegetable substances in a thousand forms undreamt of to 
French cooks and Caucasian housewives generally. The famous “ bird- 
nest soup,” which was pronounced delicious by ali who partook of it, and 
avast number of sweatmeats and preserves of diflerent fruits, were in- 
eluded in these courses. No knives, forks, or spoons of our patterns were 
upon the tables at the first two sittings, chop-sticks and the short thick 
China spoons or senops being what each guest was expected to help him- 
self with. The eflorts of the uninitiated guests to master the chop-sticks 
and convey the food to their mouths with them ereated a vast amount of 
amusement to the company, and sometimes not a littie mortification to 
the most awkward of the party. Some of the guests soon got 
“the hang of the things,” while others, after repeated  failur 
gave up the atiempt, and contented themselves with  spearing 
the morsels of food with a single stick, as an Esquimaux would 
harpoon a walrus, or aschovlboy impale an unlucky blue-bottle on a 
pin. Champagne, claret, and the finer qualities of Chinese rose-coloured 
Wines Were served in profusion with every course. At the last sitting fruit 
only was served, all the varieties in the market being included in the list. 
At the end of each sitting the tables were entirely cleared, and the com- 
pany adjourned to the reception room to smoke and pass away the time 
until the next was announced, — At the end of the first sitting the six pre 
sidents paid their formal compliments to Colfax and party, thanking them 
for their attendance, in Oriental style, through their interpreter, and re- 






































| ceiving the thanks of their guests in return, and then took their leave ac- 


cording tothe “statutes in such cases made and provided,” and every- 
where recognised as rules of action by the Chinese. A Chinese band was 
now introduced, and the guests were much amused and interested by their 
peculiar performance, until the tables were ready for the second sitting. 





During ‘the recond sitting a deputation of the merchants ap- 
proached Colfax and Governor Bross, and presented their com- 
pliments, welcoming them to the feast, and expressing their 


appreciation of the honour done them by their presence. ‘The gentlemen 
replied in short speeches, which were translated by the interpreter, and the 
merchants then retired. At the end of this silting the company were 
entertained in the reception room with a Chinese historical recitative song, 
accompanied by the music of a full band ; and six visiting cards conveying 
the compliments of the six companies were presented to Colfax for his, 
high eonsideration.” At the end of the third and last sitting a commitica 
of the companies again approached Colfax and party, and repeating the 
thanks for the honour of their company, expressed ‘their regret at not 
being able to furnish a more sumptuous repast. Colfax returned thanks 
for the honour done himself and friends, and said he was unable to con- 
ceive of a possibility of a more sumptuous repast being provided. A 
general shaking of hands and exchange ot compliments followed, and the 
company separated at 12 o'clock—the dinner having occupied a few 
minutes less than six hours.
